A NEW CYPHACRIS FROM THE UPPER 
AMAZON OF EASTERN PERU 


(Orth., Acrid., Cyrtacanthacrid.)

The extensive study of the Upper Amazonian Locust group 
Hippacris by James A. G. Rehn and John W. H~ Rehn (1) made 
it possible to me to study a specimen of Cyphacris of my own collec- 
tion, that appears to be a new one. 


Cyphacris bimaculata nov. spec. 


©: Size medium. Head smooth, except a small narrow stripe on 
each side of the occiput, the apex of fastigium, lower part of the face 
and a small narrow lunule on the checks finely cribroso-punctate 
Fastigium of vertex narrowing anteriorly, extending a little before 
the eyes, anterior margin somewhat concavely truncate, its su- 
pra-antennal lateral margins concavely emarginate, at the apex a 
little more than half as broad as the distance between the eyes; in 
profile advanced between the antennae and declive; face in profile 
nearly vertical, frontal ridge short, only distinct in the upper part, 
with the margins narrowing gradually towards and terminating at 
the level of the median ocel, and there with an oval impression. 

Lateral facial keels straight, low, diverging downwards. Clypeus 
separated from the face by a distinct, shallow transverse sulcus; its 
surface cribroso —punctate in the upper, more smooth in the lower 
part, its lateral margins slightly narrowing downwards with a deep, 
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sulcated incision in the middle, lower margin truncate-undulated. La- 
brum with a rounded incision in the middle of the lower margin; in 
the middle of its surface with an incomplete transverse, shallow 
sulcus. 

Eyes prominent, subglobose, subcircular, relatively small; inter- 
ocular distance about as great as the diameter of the eye. 

Antennae reaching a little beyond the hind margin of prono- 
tum, composed of 21-22 joints, depending on the interpretation of 
the segmentation of the third article. Pronotum cribroso rugulose, 
especially in the metazona, shallowly sellate, narrowed in front, with 
its greatest breadth about in the middle, subequal to the median pro- 
notal length; metazona strongly narrowing posteriorly; anterior mar- 
gin subtruncate with a small rounded incision in the middle, poste- 
rior margin rounded triangular; median keel absent, lateral keels com-

posed of a row of rounded low tubercles, beginning at the anterior 
margin and terminating in the middle of the metazona; sulci low, in- 
distinct, only the principal sulcus more distinct “and percurrent, all 
sulci interrupting the lateral keels. 

Lateral lobes perpendicular, lower margin from the middle 
strongly ascending anteriorly; anterior and posterior angle rounded, 
posterior margin slightly concave, all margins hairy. 

Elytra and wings reaching the apex of hind femora. Elytra sub- 
coriaceous, very broad in the basal third, narrowing thence to the 
apex, which is bluntly rounded-truncate; anterior margin broadly 
convex, posterior margin rounded in the basal third, thence nearly 
straight to the apex, marginal area very broad, distinctly broader 
than the other areae, discoidal and anal area about of the same 
breadth; vena submarginalis and mediastina of the marginal area 
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slightly convex, radial veins straight, connected at the base, narrowly 
separated and subparallel, vena ulnaris ant. straight, bifurcated in 
the middle of elytra, vena ulnaris post. straight, reaching the poste- 
rior margin in the apical fourth, vena analis and axilaris straight, 
both reaching the posterior margin. 

Wings shorter than the elytra, relatively broad, veins thick and 
very distinct; apex of anterior area rounded-truncate. 

Prosternum with an elevated transverse ridge, no distinct spine 
or tubercle. Meso- and metasternal interspace strongly transverse.

Supra anal plate short, triangular, apex subacute, with a shallow 
median longitudinal sulcus or impression. Cercus short, not reach- 
ing beyond the supra anal plate, conical, apex subacute. Ovipositor 
with valves thin, compressed, lamellate, vertically disposed, smooth, 
upper valves somewhat broader and longer than the lower ones, apex 
rounded; lower valves slightly curved downwards, at the apex sub- 
rounded, from below shallowly excavated on the whole length. 
Subgenital plate longer than broad, posterior margin triangularly 
expanded in the middle; disc of plate with a median longitudinal 
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sulcus from base to apex, on both sides bordered with a low rounded 
ridge, supplied with series of chaetae, no distinct spines or tubercles. 

General coloration dark olivaceous green. Head uniformly co- 
loured, labrum with a dirty yellowish spot in the middle. Maxilar 
and labial palpi reddish brown, with the apex very narrowly annula- 
ted with black, apical joint red. 

Antennae with the basal and second joint yellowish brown from 
above, blackish or darker from below, the remaining joints yellow 
or yellowish green, except the articles 10 and 11 and 14 to 17 which 
are black and the 4-5 apical ones which are ochraceous orange. 

Disc of pronotum uniformly olivaceous green, at a short distance 
from the posterior margin somewhat darker coloured; lateral margins 
composed of a row of small, yellow or yellowish green, rounded tu- 
bercles; lateral lobe of pronotum of the same colcur as the disc, with 
a large nearly circular, bright yellow spot, weakly outlined with black- 
ish green near the lower posterior angle, the spot nearly equalling 
the full breadth of the metazonal section of the lobes. 

Elytra olivaceous green to light olivaceous brown in the apical 
half; the principal longitudinal veins yellow. Wings slightly infu- 
mate, espec’ally near the apex, veins brown. Anterior and median 
legs of the same colour as the body, kneelobes of femora margined 
with black, tibiae very narrowly marginated with yellow at the in- 
sertion of the tarsus. 


Hind femora olivaceous green, keels yellow or yellowish green, 
top of femora from above blackish, outer kneelobe olivaceous brown, 
‘inner kneelobe coral red. Hind tibiae coral red, spines yellowish with 
black tips, a narrow stripe connecting the outer row of spines and 
reaching from the base to the apex olivaceous brown. Hind tarsi co- 
ral from above, light reddish brown from below. Sternum and abdo- 
men olivaceous green. g unknown.

From the genus Cyphacris only two species are known. The 
new species is related to decorata Gerst, from which it differs in 
several points. It is distinctly smaller (decorata being 32,8 mm.), the 
disc of pronotum is only slightly concave behind the principal sulcus, 
the metazona relatively narrower, with the hind margin more acute; 
there is no yellow transverse arcuate band in the metazona, a little 
before the hind margin, the disc of pronotum being uniformly colou- 
red. Subgenital plate without spine at the distal extremity of the 
longitudinal ridges on the plate, the posterior margin is triangularly 
produced posteriorly while in decorata the posterior margin is converg- 
ing posteriorly, in the middle narrowly rectangulate emarginate bet- 
ween the spinose points at the distal extremity of the paired ridges.
